EASTER BEEF 


A visit to A. 0. Sparrow's Slanghter 
Rouse. 


Mr. A. ©. Sparrow bas been fattening 
some beeves lately with a view to giving 
his patrons a genuine Easter display. A 
few days ago we visited the siaughter 
house across the Elhow and took a look at 
the surroundings. As a featare of tne 
landscape, a collection of buildings devoted 
to such prosaic pursuits *as the killin of 
cattle and hogs, fattening pork, making 
lard, curing hams, filling sausages and »0 
forth, is net calculated to produce enthu- 
siasin, but it 1* full of interest to one who 
cares to follow the growth of the indus- 
tries which are slowly bat surely building 
Calgary up into a rich and thriving town. 


Mr. Sparrow's buildings all bespeak 
order, economy and cleanliness, They 
form a series upeuing one into the other, 
and a walk through them well repays the 
visitor, In the first is to be seen the mack- 
isery for making and filling sausayve, and 
hams in the process of curing. Opening 
on one sid» from this is the hog pen where 
three Berkshires are now being fattened 
for the Easter market. If one muy call a 
how a maciificent animal, these certainly 
merit the term, The three of them weigh 
between 600 and 700 pounds each, and 
8 10w the evident care bestowed upon them 


From the pen the visitor goes into the 
elard room, filled with caldrons for boiling 
down the fat and oil bearing parte, Near 
by are ranged a score of casks to rec: ive the 
lard which is shipped every week to the 
east. On the other vile of ihe pen stand 
theracks for drying hides. At present 
these hides are shipped to Chicago, 
but the time is not fur distant when a 
home tannery will offer market for a'l the 
Alberta hides that can be produced. The 
next place isthe slaughter pen, opening 
from a series of corrals into which the ani- 
mals are driven. ‘The cattle ave driven in 
and shot, one by one, and on killing days 
the scene must be fairly lively. 

We were shown beeves off the range 
which are to be killed to-dry or to-morrow 
and which have been futtened for Easter. 
The beasts weigh between 1200 and 1300ibs. 
each and will give visitors an excellent 
sample of Alberta range-fed bef at its 
best. 

The cleanliness whieh ebaracterized 
everything was very noticeable, and the 
economy which everywhere prevails is par- 
ticolarly sé. Nothing is wasted, even the 
heads of the cattle finding a ready market 
at fifty cents apiece wiih the Indians
